Gas Companies Merge 


WASHINGTON, March 3—(AH— 
Forced by a federal judge to appear 
before a board investigating 
the 
coal strike. John L. Lewis today en­ 
tered a blanket denial 
that he 
caused the nation-wide walkout. 
He declared that the soft coal 
miners left their jobs'because “they 
found out that they had been gold- 
bricked by the operators.” 
The strike started March 15, three 
days after Lewis told hi* United 
Mine Workers in a letter that the 
operators had “dishonored” 
their 
contract by failing to arrange pen­ 
sion payments. 
But Lewis insisted 
the miners 
walked out on their own. 
The UMW president was com­ 
pelled by the Federal District Court 
to answer questions before a Presi­ 
dential ‘Board 
investigating 
the 
strike. 
The board may report its find­ 
ings to President Truman tomor­ 
row. When it does. Mr. Truman 
can direct the Attorney General to 
seek a federal court injunction to 
stop the strike. The board is act­ 
ing under the Taft-Hartley Labor 
Law. 
Forced Before Board 
Lewis was forced before the board 
after he had ignored its own sub­ 
poena 
yesterday. 
Promptly

three members turned to the Fed­ 
eral Court, and in IO minutes this 
morning, an arder was issued di­ 
recting Lewis to appear at 2 p. rn. 
So “under compulsion." as he 
put it. the miners’ chief gave his 
side of the pension dispute. 
“I might say I am here today un­ 
der the compulsion of a decision of 
the United States Court. I have no 
particular statement to make other 
than responding to interrogation." 
He confirmed that he wants ev­ 
ery man who reaches 80 with 20 
years* mining experience to have 
$100 a month pension out of a fund 
raised through a 10-cents a ton roy­ 
alty on coal. If the fund would not 
support HOO payments “they cer­ 
tainly would have to be reduced," he 
said. 
Did he mean the pensions should 
go to those retired in the past and 
those whose companies don't pay 
into the welfare fund? 
“Certainly sir. because it was in 
behalf of those men that a pension 
was negotiated." 
Thomas E. Murray neutral trus­ 
tee, said the Lewis plan is "actu- 
arily unsound” (meaning the fund 
couldn’t stand it). 
Lewis told the board It didn’t 
have to be “actuarily sound." 
“It’s a pay-as-you-go plan," he 
said.

The nation got a new Rent Control 
Law today, one day before the old 
act was due to expire. 
In signing the legislation—reluc­ 
tantly—President Truman said it 
wasn’t the strengthened measure he 
had asked of Concrete, but Is “better 
than no rent control at all.” 
“If I had not signed it." he said 
in a statement, “rent controls would 
have expired tomorrow at midnight 
As was true of the rent control bill 
of June. 1947,1 had no choice but to 
sign." 
The bill extends controls for one 
year, to March 31, 1949. and gives 
an emergency federal court the final 
say over the raising or removing of 
rent ceilings in any area. The rec­ 
ommendations of local rent boards 
would bear great weight, however, 
and the court would have to uphold 
them if it found they were based 
on “adequate and substantial evi­ 
dence." 
Mr. Truman promised that the 
administration “will do everything 
it can under this act to hold rents 
to reasonable levels." But he also 
said “we cannot hope to be wholly 
successful in holding the lines on 
rents by the powers granted by this 
law." 
He added: 
“Since the Rent Control law was 
weakened last June, rents hive ris­ 
en more than six per cent over a 
period of eight months. With con­ 
tinuing inflationary pressures and 
the extreme shortage of housing, 
the need for effective rent control 
continues to be as great as ever.” 
*Hie new law sanctions rent in­ 
creases of up to 15 per cent when 
tenant and landlord can agree on a 
lease running through 1948. Such 
increases would not be permitted, 
however, in cases where a tenant 
had agreed to a similar increase 
last year under the old law. The new 
law "freezes” the rents of such 
tenants, who signed leases running 
through this year, until March 31, 
1949. 
The act also provides that: 
All hotel accommodations go ceil­ 
ing-free. 
So do non-housekeeping 
rooms in homes where there are 
not more than two paying guests. 
Tenants may be evicted on 60- 
day notice if the landlord 
wants 
the dwelling for the personal use of 
a member of his family, or plans to 
demolish or alter it substantially.

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UMT Held "Incompetent, 
Irrelevant, Immaterial" 
In the security crisis facing the United States 
today , the proposal for imiv ersal military training 
Is what the lawy ers call “ incompetent, irrelev ant and 
Immaterial.” 
Chairman Gume^ of the Senate Armed Serv ices 
committee Jinks UMT with a limited draft as “ an 
absolute necessity .” 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce fav ors UMT because it “ would serv e notice 
to the world and to any potential aggressors that we 
do not intend again to relax our guard.” 
Dr. Karl 
Compton, like the I^esident, fav ors a draft until UMT 
could come into force. 
Fonner Supreme Court Justice 
Roberts charges that Communists are the chief 
opponents of UMT. 
He neglects to add that Com­ 
munists also oppose rev iv al of the draft. 
No Communist opposes UMT on the ground that 
It would hamper success of a temporary draft. 
That 
Is th e position of many patriotic and informed military 
ex perts in the country . 
The trouble with UMT is that it simply does not 
tit into an immediate and urgent picture. 
It would 
prov ide some military training ov er a six -month period 
to about 800,000 high school graduates. 
The y ouths 
would not be in the Army or in any other branch of 
the serv ice. 
They would not be under military direc­ 
tion or subject to ov erseas duty . 
Only by a special 
act of Congress could they be used as regular troops 
—and using them in battle after only six months of 
partly non-military training would be tantamount to 
murder. 
The v alue of this leisurely plan in impressing 
Russia is highly questionable. Ov er a period of y ears 
such training might be useful as part of a national 
mobilization plan. 
But the need of the present crisis 
is not mobilization. It is readiness for military aid 
to Western Europe, in case Russia should march or 
touch off a series of rev olts. 
To hav e any v alue 
whatev er in the present crisis, UMT should hav e been 
started on V-J Day . 
Ordered today , it could only 
hamper the draft plan by div erting 185 ,000 Army 
officers and men to y outh camp duties. 
The temporary draft is the only means of getting 
the men we need to build up our defense establishment 
quickly . 
The actual number of men drafted would 
probably be small, since the prospects of the draft 
would encourage many to enlist. 
Educators who 
clamor for UMT now are urging a long-range plan 
for an immediate emergency . 
Members of Congress 
who fav or UMT rather than the draft are thinking 
of v otes nex t Nov ember. 
In this crisis. Congress and the American people 
must be both courageous and clear-sighted. 
We need 
greater military strength, not sev eral y ears hence but 
now. 


Allegany and Garrett 
Offer Vacation Havens 
Recreational and v acationing spots in Allegany 
and Garrett counties are ex pected to attract a still 
larger number of persons this y ear than was the case 
in 19 47 when attendance records jumped 3 0 per cent. 
That is in keeping with predictions from all parts 
of the country that the forthcoming summer will see 
all records, for the number of persons on the mov e, 
broken. 
Those who predicted that fewer would take to the 
road this summer because of high prices encountered 
last y ear were wrong. 
It is obv ious that high prices 
will not keep Americans at home. 
Beauty spots in Allegany and Garrett counties 
were v isited, for v arious periods in 19 47, by 185 ,26 9 
persons. 
This total was scattered ov er the Sav age 
Riv er State Forest, Deep Creek Lake, Swallow Falls, 
Potomac Forest, Green Ridge and the South Branch 
of the Potomac. 
Requests for information on v acation facilities 
in these two counties are being receiv ed earlier than 
usual, indicating increased Interest in the v arious 
spots. 
While Uie number of persons Visiting these areas 
is growing y early , the total could be greatly increased 
If a planned adv ertising campaign were undertaken. 
The adv antages, the scenic beauty and facilities are 
brought to the attention of those outside other states 
by the use of folders which are made av ailable through 
v arious agencies. 
This is done either by Chambers 
of Commerce or by groups of public-spirited residents 
in the areas affordmg unusual v acation spots. 
Many state gov ernments perform this, but more 
direct results for any particular territory can best be 
secured through a concentrated publicity driv e by 
organized groups di^^tly interested in promoting 
specified sections. 
® 
It is ev idenji, howev er, that another tide of those 
wanting to spend as much time as possible in the 
woodland and mountainous areas will sweep the 
country this y ear, and places in Allegany and Garrett 
counties offering v acation adv antages will receiv e 
such a share that it will tax facilities to the utmost.

W art Remedies 


Th ere are warts and warts. Th ey 
come in many sizes, sh apes, and 
colors and some individuals h ave 
only one; oth ers 
s por t h undreds. 
W h e t h e r 
t h e 
g r ow t h s 
a r e 
troublesome d e - 
spends upon th eir 
location; th ose on 
th e h ands 
a nd 
face detract from 
t h e 
appearance 
wh ile a wart on 
th e sole is subject 
to pressure a nd 
causes pain. 
It is difficult to 
e s t i m a t e h ow 
many persons are 
afflicted. From 1.5 to 4 per cent of 
all patients with skin blemish es 
mh o seek medical care exh ibit th e 
lesions but th ere are many more 
victims 
wh o 
ne v e r 
contact 
a 
ph ysician. Th e most common varie­ 
ties affect principally ch ildren and 
young adults. 


A filtrable virus is responsible and 
it is th ough t to gain entrance over 
areas th at are likely to be injured. 
Hence th e h ands and fingers and, 
to a lesser degree, th e feet are 
susceptible. Th e causative organism 
h as been demonstrated not only in 
m an and lower animals but in de­ 
composed substances in th e soil; 
McLaugh lin and Edington traced 
one epidemic to contaminated glue. 
W arts are sligh tly contagious and 
wh en one is present, h andling or 
touch ing 
it 
may 
lead 
to 
th e 
development of oth ers. 
Removal is suggested wh enever 
th e growth proves both ersome. In­ 
ternal medication is less effective 
th an local treatm ent. For th is pur­ 
pose, myriads of rem edi^ are avail­ 
able including anyth ing th at bums 
to surgery. Caustics, such as mono- 
ch loracetic acid, ph e nol , silver 
nitrate, and glacial acetic acids are 
popular. A drop of th is material 
is applied each day imtil th e wart 
falls out. Care must be exercised 
to protect th e normal skin. Several 
applications are usually necessary 
and th e dosage depends upon th e 
th ickness of th e lesion. A paste 
containing 60 per œ nt salicylic acid 
or a plaster of 
4 0 per cent of th e 
same substance h ave been recom­ 
mended by Niedelman. Such prep­ 
arations are left in place for sev­ 
eral days until th e surface of th e 
wart becomes macerated and can 
be peeled down. 


Electrolysis, th e procedure used 
for h air removal, and electrical des­ 
siccation current are h elpful also. 
An anesth etic must be injected if 
th e latter is employed and th e 
results are satisfactory. X -ray and 
radium h ave th eir adh erents but 
th ese agents m ust be administered 
correctly; if not, th e bed effects 
may not appear for month s or 
years, Vh en an ulcer occurs t ^ t is 
difficult to h eal 
One of th e most controversial 
meth ods is psych oth erapy. 
It is 
well known th at some warts dis­ 
appear completely after suggestion 
but in order to be successful both 
patient and ph ysician must h ave 
faith in th e procedure; Cases h ave 
been reported in wh ich one lesion 
was treated with an electric cur­ 
rent and th e youngster told th at 
th e remainder would soon vanish . 
Now and th en th is actually h ap­ 
pens, and no one knows wh y. We 
receive letters from many readers 
wh o h ave acquired a reputation for 
th eir ability to remove warts in 
th is manner. One m an rubs th e 
area with a kernel of com; anoth er 
just strokes th e fingers. Th e effect 
is apparently th rough th e nervous 
system but th e details are obscure. 


Blood Test Variations 
B.W.B. writes: 
Is a blood test 
infallible proof as to th e existence 
or nonexistence of syph ilis regard­ 
less of wh eth er it is in th e early 
or late stages? 
Reply 
No. Several weeks must elapse 
after contracting th e disease be­ 
fore th e blood beccxnes positive. In 
rare instances, it never becomes , 
positive. Furth ermore, in th e late 
stages, th e reaction may be nega­ 
tive. In making th e diagnosis, th e 
ph ysician m ust rely upon blood and 
spinal fluid tests unless th e skin 
lesions are unmistakably due to 
syph ilis.

The Willow's Secret 
In springtime when the sap runs in the willows, 
all boy s are lucky . 
Just to be y oung right now is 
good fortune in full measure; but the cup runs ov er 
for the boy whose dad can make a willow whistle. 
This is an ancient art known only to boy s. 
Once 
learned, it is nev er forgotten. 
So, he who fashions 
a willow pipe is a boy at heart though his hands be 
blue-v eined with age. 
Let the blade be keen. 
Let the stalk be straight, 
round, budless and of thumb diameter to produce a 
goodly blast.

WASHINGTON, March 30 •— It 
now looks as if th e poverty-strick­ 
en Navajo Indians, trying to scratch 
a precarious living from th e waste­ 
lands of Arizona and New Mexico, 
may own one of th e most price­ 
less pieces of property in th e U.S.A. 
For some time our ch ief w’orry 
in th e production of atiwnic energy 
was th e fact th at all uranium de­ 
posits lay outside th e U nit^ States. 
However, it now appears th at th e 
Navajos h ave been tending th eir 
pitiful flocks above a h idden atomic 
treasure. Far, upon th e Navajo re­ 
servation in th e upper corner of 
Arizona and New Mexico, th e Van­ 
adium Corporation of America h as 
been quietly extracting uranium. 
Furth er 
details 
regarding 
th is 
operation must remain a military 
secret. However, one amazing fact 
can be revealed. So far, th e Nava­ 
jos h aven’t received one penny for 
th e uranium taken from th eir land. 
Instead, 
th e 
profits 
h ave 
been 
raked in by th e Vanadium Corpora­ 
tion. g 
The price which the atomic 
energy commission 
is 
pay ing 
the Vanadium Corporation for* 
iiraniitm is also secret, but a 
m ^ b er of the joint congres­ 
sional committee on atomic en­ 
ergy predicted that the metal 
may become almost as precious 
as diamonds. Since the rich­ 
est dep<Miits are all outside the 
United States and could be cut 
off in case of war, this domes­ 
tic supply becomes all the more 
v aluable. 
But th e Navajc^, sitting on one 
of nature’s jackpots, so far h aven’t 
been able to collect a cent. Reason 
for th is again is largely ol^ured by 
secrecy, and only part of th e story 
can be told with in th e limits of 
national security. 
For one th ing, uranium does not 
exist in its pure form on th e reser- 
vatkin but must be extracted as a 
by-product from vanadium. 
Th e 
only leases to dig for vanadium on 
Navajo territory—six 
in 
all—are 
h eld by th e Vanadium Corporation. 
Th ese leases s^ cify th at th e In­ 
dians will be paid 10 per cent royal­ 
ty on all mineral compounds—ex­ 
cept vanadium compounds. In th e 
latter case, th e royalty is stipulated 
as 10 per cent of th e vanadium 
oxide, a metal used to tough en 
steel. Since uranium is part of th e 
raw vanadium ore untU processed, 
th e company conceivably migh t get 
away with paying royalty only on 
th e comparatively valueless van­ 
adium oxide, not on th e oth er raw 
vanadium out of wh ich uranium 
comes. 
However, th e Indian service takes 
th e view t^ a t uranium is a sep­ 
arate metal apart from vanadium, 
th erefore is subject to th e full 10 
per cent royalty fee. But th e amount 
of uranium taken from th e reser­ 
vation is unknown to th e Indian 
service wh ich h asp’t any record of 
a single royalty imyment to 
th e 
Navajos for uranium. Yet th e Van­ 
adium corporation is known to h ave 
been extracting it for several years. 
'Th e Vanadium Corporation de­ 
clined all comment on th e grounds 
th at its uranium 
project is 
top 
secret. But th e Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission 
informed 
th is ccolumnist 
th at on th e amount of royalty pay­ 
ments no secrecy is involved.

NEW YORK. March 30—(INSi— 
Th e stories from Buch arest said 
th at communM-Woc candidates at­ 
tracted 93 per cent of th e popular 
vote wh en Romanians went to th e 
polls last week to elect a new parlia­ 
ment. 
W h at th ey neglected to say—prob­ 
ably because to h ave said so would 
h ave m eant th at th e credentials of 
th e 
reporters 
would 
h ave 
been 
picked up—is th at th e election fol­ 
lowed th e identical pattern wh ich 
was imposed upon Poland just a 
little over a year ago. 
It is *a pattern w’h ich will be fol­ 
lowed in Hungary. Czech oslovakia, 
Bulgaria and, wh en th e time comes, 
Finland. It is being attempted in 
Italy but th e result th ere probably 
will be different—for th e commun­ 
ists do not control th e police and 
th e army. 
In Poland, wh ere th e Reds were 
able to take th e police with th e 
consent of Roosevelt and Ch urch ill 
—and easily aWe to h old th em In 
face of wh at Stalin privately scorn­ 
ed as “paper protests” frcan th eir 
successors — th e communist 
bloc 
parties won by about th e same 
margin as th ey won in Romania last 
week. 
It is a simple process. Th e vic­ 
tims 
th emselves 
cannot 
protest 
with out being killed, imprisoned or 
ruined, and th e United Nations can­ 
not act because Russia can veto 
out of existence any decision on th e 
part of all th e oth er nations to wh ip 
th e aggressor. 
Th e 93 per cent margin in Ro­ 
mania was arbitrarily establish ed 
weeks in advance 
of 
th e 
actual 
balloting. 
Th e Communists could 
h ave ch osen any figure up to 
100 
per cent. By ch oosing an odd num ­ 
ber th ey h ope—as th ey did in th e 
electoral rape of Poland to persuade 
some sectors of th e free world to 
believe th at th e count actually turn­ 
ed out as announced. In Poland 
th ey reduced th e faked count on th e 
election to th e decimal point stage. 
Once in possession of 
a country's 
ministry of interior, th e commun­ 
ists can rule indefinitel.. New laws 
or rules are riLsh ed th rough enab- 


ling tlie Security Police to make 
arrests with out warrants or such 
oth er requisitiqs as free peoples de­ 
mand. 
'Th en th e democratic parties are 
systematically eliminated. Th ey are 
first deprived of newsprint, ’radio 
time. Th eir periodicals are h eavily 
censored, or—on th e th reat of com­ 
plete foreclosure—forced to 
¡Hint 
materials th at lauds th e Commun­ 
ists. 
Police take over protest meetings 
of recognized democratic parties— 
usually provincial meetings, at th e 
start—arrest th e 
district 
leaders, 
and th en introduce (and pass) mo­ 
tions eith er disbanding th e local or­ 
ganization or turning 
its furth er 
direction over to Reds. 
Special commissions are set up to 
control working conditiotis, h ousing, 
taxation and oth er facets of th e 
nation’s life. 
Each large factor>\ 
mine or office gets a political ad­ 
viser. 
Workers wh o rebel against 
th e tigh tening of th e vise, or con­ 
tinue membersh ip in a democratic 
party, are fired. A man with out a 
job is deprived of h is food ration 
card and h is h ousing permit. 
His 
family suffers th e same eccmomic 
blow. 
He can find no oth er work 
until h e yields in h is stand against 
th e armed minority. 
Small business men wh o persist 
111 belonging to democratic parties 
find special taxes confiscating th eir 
property, or th ey are sent off to a 
slave labw camp for two years “for 
black-marketing.” Unless, of course, 
th ey recant and publicly denounce 
th e democratic leaders wh o brough t 
th em to th eir ruin. 
Factory and office workers are as­ 
sembled and told th ey must “vote 
voluntarily” — wh ich 
means vote 
openly. At an appointed time th ey 
are march ed to th e polling place, 
sometimes with music, and always 
under armed guard. 
Th ey must 
h old th eir tmllots above th eir h eads, 
so th at th e guards can plainly see 
th at th ey are voting for th e Com­ 
munist bloc. 
Tlie Communist bloc may be made 
up of h alf a d(XEen parties bearing 
fine old democratic names, but th ey

volved in great affairs. General 
Stilwell h as overdrawn th eir very 
h uman weaknesses; h e h as not even

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UMT Held "Incompetent, 
Irrelevant, Immaterial11 
In the security crisis facing the United States 
today, the proposal for universal military training 
is what the lambers call “incompetent, irrelevant and 
immaterial.” 
Chairman Gurnet of the Senate Armed Services 
committee links UMT with a limited draft as “an 
absolute necessity.” 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce favors UMT because it “would serve notice 
to the world and to any potential aggressors that we 
do not intend a^ain to relax our guard " 
Dr. Karl 
Compton, like the President. favors a draft until UMT 
could come into force. 
Former Supreme Court Justice 
Roberts charges that Communists are the chief 
opponents of UMT 
He neglects to add that Com­ 
munists also oppose revival of the draft. 
No Communist opposes UMT on the ground that 
it would hamper success of a temporary draft. 
That 
U the position of many patriotic and informed military 
experts in the country. 
The trouble with UMT is that it simply does not 
Ct into an immediate and urgent picture. 
It would 
provide some m ilitary training over a six-month period 
to about 800.000 high school graduates. 
The youths 
would not be in the Army or in any other branch of 
the service. 
They would not be under military direc­ 
tion or subject to overseas duty. 
Only by a special 
act of Congress could they be used as regular troops 
—and using them in battle after only six months of 
partly non-military training would be tantamount to 
murder. 
The value of this leisurely plan in impressing 
Russia is highly questionable. Over a period of years 
srjrh training might be useful as part of a national 
mobilization plan 
But the need of the present crisis 
Is not mobilization. It is readiness for military aid 
to Western Europe, in case Russia should march or 
touch off a series of revolts. 
To have any value 
whatever in the present crisis, UMT should have been 
started on V-J Day. 
Ordered today, it could only 
hamper the draft plan by diverting 185,000 Army 
officers and men to youth camp duties. 
The temporary’ draft is the only means of getting 
the men we need to build up our defense establishment 
quickly. 
The actual number of men drafted would 
probably be small, since the prospect* of the draft 
would encourage many to enlist. 
Educators who 
clamor for UMT now are urging a lorg-range plan 
for an immediate emergency. 
Members of Congress 
who favor UMT rather than the draft are thinking 
Of votes next November. 
In this crisis. Congress and the American people 
must be both courageous and clear-sighted. 
We need 
greater military strength, not several years hence but 
now. 


Allegany and Garrett 
Offer Vacation Havens 
Recreational and vacationing spots in Allegany 
and Garrett counties are expected to attract a still 
larger number of persons this year than was the case 
in 1947 when attendance records Jumped 30 per cent.

of Commerce or by groups of public-spirited residents 
in the areas affording unusual vacation spots. 
Many state governments perform this, but more 
direct results for any particular territory can best be 
secured through a concentrated publicity drive by 
organized groups directly interested in promoting 
specified sections.

A filtrable virus is responsible and 
it is thought to gain entrance over 
areas that are likely to be Injured. 
Hence the hands and fingers and. 
to a lesser degree, the feet are 
susceptible The causative organism 
has been demonstrated not only in 
man and lower animals but in de­ 
composed substances in the soil; 
McLaughlin and Ellington traced 
one epidemic to contaminated glue. 
Warts are slightly contagious and 
when one is present, handling or 
touching 
it 
may 
lead 
to 
the 
development of others. 
Removal is suggested whenever 
the growth proves bothersome. In­ 
ternal medication is less effective 
than local treatment. For this pur­ 
pose. myriads of remedies are avail­ 
able including anything that bums 
to surgery'. Caustics, such as mono- 
chloraoetic acid, p h e n o l silver 
nitrate, and glacial acetic acids are 
popular 
A drop of this material 
is applied each day until the wart 
falls out. Care must be exercised 
to protect the normal skin. Several 
applications are usually necessary 
and the dosage depends upon the 
thickness of the lesion. A paste 
containing 60 per cent salicylic acid 
or a plaster of 40 per cent of the 
same substance have been recom­ 
mended by Niedelman. Such prep­ 
arations are left in place for sev­ 
eral days until the surface of the 
wart becomes macerated and can 
be peeled down. 


Electrolysis, the procedure used 
for hair removal, and electrical des­ 
sication current are helpful also. 
A ti anesthetic must be injected if 
the latter is employed and the 
retuh* are satisfactory* X-ray and 
radium have their adherents but 
these agents must be administered 
correctly; lf not. the bed effects 
may pot appear for months or 
yean. Vhen an ulcer occurs t%*t is 
difficult to heal 
One of the most controversial 
methods is psychotherapy. 
It is 
well known that some warts dis­ 
appear completely after suggestion 
but in order to be successful both 
patient and physician must have 
faith in the procedure. Cases have 
been reported in which one lesion 
was treated with an electric cur­ 
rent and the youngster told that 
the remainder would soon vanish. 
Nom' and then this actually hap­ 
pens. and no one knows why. We 
receive letters from many readers 
who hare acquired a reputation for 
their ability to remove warts rn 
this manner. One man rubs the 
arca with a kernel of corn; another 
just strokes the fingers. The effect 
is apparently through the nervous 
system but the details are obscure.

Is a blood test 
infallible proof as to the existence 
or nonexistence of syphilis regard­ 
less of whether a is in the early 
or late stages? 
Reply 
No. Several weeks must elapse 
after contracting the disease be­ 
fore the blood becomes positive. In 
rare instances, it never becomes , 
positive. Futherm ore, in the late 
stages, the reaction may be nega­ 
tive. In making the diagnosis, the 
physician must rely upon blood and 
spinal fluid tests unless the skin 
lesions are unmistakably due to 
syphilis.

WASHINGTON. March 30 — It 
now looks as if the poverty-strick­ 
en Navajo Indians, trying to scratch 
a precarious living from the waste­ 
lands of Arisons and New Mexico, 
may own one of the most price­ 
less pieces of property in the UBA. 
For some time our chief worry 
in the production of atomic energy 
was the fact that all uranium de­ 
posits lay outside the United States. 
However, it now appears that tho 
Navajos have been tending their 
pitiful flocks above a hidden atomic 
treasure 
For. upon the Navajo re­ 
servation in the upper corner of 
Arizona and New Mexico, the Van­ 
adium Corporation of America has 
been quietly extracting uranium. 
Further 
details 
regarding 
this 
operation must remain a military 
secret. However, one amazing fact 
ran be revealed. So far, the Nava­ 
jos haven’t received one penny few* 
the uranium taken from their land 
Instead, 
the

been

The price which the atomic 
energy commission

But the Navajos, sitting on one 
of natures jackpots, so far haven t 
been able to collect a cent. Reason 
for this again is largely obscured by 
secrecy, and only part of the story 
can be told within the limns of 
national security. 
For one thing, uranium does not 
exist in its pure form on the reser­ 
vation but must be extracted as a 
by-product from vanadium. 
The 
only leases to dig for vanadium on 
Navajo territory—six 
in 
all—a rt 
held by the Vanadium Corporation. 
These leases specify that the In­ 
dians will be paid IO per cent royal­ 
ty* on all mineral compounds—ex­ 
cept vanadium compounds. In the 
latter case, the royalty is stipulated 
as IO per cent of the vanadium 
oxide, a metal used to toughen 
steel. Since uranium Is part of the 
raw vanadium ore until processed, 
the company conceivably might get 
away with paying royalty only on 
the comparatively valueless van­ 
adium oxide, not on the other raw 
vanadium out of which uranium 
comes. 
However, the Indian service takes 
the view Ujat uranium Is a sep­ 
arate metal apart from vanadium, 
therefore is subject to the full IO 
per cent royalty fee. But the amount 
of uranium taken from the reser­ 
vation is unknown to the Indian 
service which h asn t any record of 
a single 
royalty payment to the 
Navajos for uranium. Yet the Van­ 
adium corpora lion is known to hare 
been extracting it for several years. 
vThe Vanadium Corporation de­ 
clined all comment on the grounds 
that IU 
uranium project 
is top 
secret. But the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission 
informed 
this ccolumnist

ments no secrecy is involved.

NEW YORK. March 30—'INS*— 
The atones from Bucharest said 
that communist-bloc candidates at­ 
tracted 93 per cent of the popular 
vote when Romanians went to the 
polls last week to elect a new parlia­ 
ment. 
What they neglected to say—prob­ 
ably because to hare said so would 
have meant that the credentials of 
the 
reporters would 
have 
been 
picked up—is that the election fol­ 
lowed the Identical pattern which 
was imposed upon Poland just a 
little over a year ago. 
It is-a pattern which will be fol­ 
lowed in Hungary. Czechoslovakia, 
Bulgaria and. when the time amies. 
Finland. It is being attempted in 
Italy but the result there probably 
will be different-—for the commun­ 
ists do not control the police and 
the army. 
In Poland, where tile Reds were 
able to take the police with the 
consent of Roosevelt and Churchill 
—and easily able to hold them In 
face of what Stalin privately scorn­ 
ed as "imper protests” from their 
successors — the communist 
bloc 
parties won by about the same 
margin as they won in Romania last 
week 
It is a .simple process Tile vic­ 
tims 
themselves 
cannot 
protest 
without being killed impri.soned or 
ruined, and the United Nations can­ 
not ac; because Russia can veto 
out of existence any decision on the 
part of all the other nations to whip 
the aggressor. 
The 93 per cent margin in Ro­ 
mania aas arbitrarily established 
weeks rn advance of 
the 
actual 
balloting 
The Communists could 
have chosen any figure up to IOO 
per cent. By choosing an odd num­ 
ber they hope—as they did in the 
electoral rape of Poland to persuade 
some sectors of the free world to 
believe that the count actually turn­ 
ed out as announced. In Poland 
they reduced the faked count on the 
election to the decimal point stage. 
Once in irassession of a country's 
ministry of interior, the commun­ 
ists can rule indefinite!.. New laws 
or rules are rushed through enab­ 


ling Urn Security Police to make 
arrests without warrants or such 
other requisites aa free peoples de­ 
mand. 
Then the democratic parties are 
systematically eliminated They are 
first deprived of newsprint, radio 
time. Their periodicals are heavily 
censored, or—on the threat of com­ 
plete foreclosure—forced to print 
materials that lauds the Commun­ 
ists 
Police take over protest meetings 
of recognized democratic parties— 
usually provincial meetings, at the 
start—arrest the 
district 
leaders, 
and then introduce (and pass) mo­ 
tions either disbanding the local or­ 
ganization or turning 
its further 
direction over to Reds. 
Special commissions are set up to 
control working conditions, housing, 
taxation and other facets of the 
nation's life. 
Each large factory’, 
mine or office gets a political ad­ 
viser. 
Workers who rebel against 
the tightening of the vise, or con­ 
tinue membership in a democratic 
party, are Ared. A man without a 
job is deprived of his food ration 
card and his housing permit. 
His 
family suffers the same economic 
blow. 
He can find no other work 
until he yields in his stand against 
the armed minority. 
Email business men who persist 
In belonging to democratic parties 
find special taxes confiscating their 
property, or they are sent off to a 
slave labor camp for two years “for 
black-marketing ” Unless, of course, 
they recant and publicly denounce 
the democratic leaders who brought 
them to their ruin. 
Factory and office workers are as­ 
sembled and told they must “vote 
voluntarily" — which means vote 
openly. At an appointed time they 
are marched to the polling place, 
sometimes with music, and alway* 
under armed guard. 
They must

Art the United States and Russia 
in a technical au te of war already 
or is the present position one of 
undeclared war? 
So far aa previous international 
law is concerned, the United States 
has accused Russia of violating 
agreements and has also condem­ 
ned the Soviet regime as an agg­ 
ressor state. 
In the pres* of this country 
Russia is openly referred to as a 
potential if not an actual enemy. 
Congress has appropriated money 
to be used in the Middle East to 
help arm the troop* of Greece as 
against Irregular forces known to 
be sponsored or equipped by gov­ 
ernments in the Balkans which are 
under Soviet control. 
The 
President 
of the 
United 
States, moreover, in a message to 
Congress — which, under the con­ 
stitution, alone has the power to 
declare war or authorize the use of 
armed forces — has asked for funds 
and for revival of the system of 
Selective Service which Is the met­ 
hod of conscription used by Am­ 
erica in the last two wars. 
Japan did not declare war on the 
United States before making an 
attack on American territory at 
Pearl Harbor, and the Congress of 
the United States voted in Decem­ 
ber 1941 merely to recognize a 
“state of war” which had already 
begun 
Lack af War Net Decisive Factor 
The war powers possessed by the 
President, some of which have not 
been 
repealed, 
were 
originally 
voted by Congress in connection 
with the war against Germany. 
There is no authorization to use 
these same war powers in a war 
against a nation which hitherto 
has been an ally. 
The fact that direct hostilities 
have not commenced is not in any 
way a decisive factor in interpre­ 
ting the present status. For there 
is military action and support be­ 
ing given by Russia in Greece and 
• also by the United States in that 
same 
country. 
Heretofore 
this 
would have been regarded as an un­ 
friendly act and as a basis for 
breaking off diplomatic relations 
by one nation or the other 
Theoretically the American gov­ 
ernment is merely assisting the 
Greek government at IU request. 


but actually the United States and 
Russia are engaged in the same 
theater of operations. 
Recently the Secretary of the 
Army cautioned all members of his 
service below the policy-making of­ 
fice not to refer to Russia as an en­ 
emy. But is is apparent that officers 
of the government and the Presi­ 
dent himself do not make any bones 
about calling Russia an aggressor 
and characterizing it as a govern­ 
ment that is bent on breaking the 
peace 
This state of affairs cannot drift 
on without some explicit definition 
Every now and then exports are 
sent to Russia and the explana­ 
tion is made that Russia and the 
U. S. are still friendly nations. But 
this distinction is not clear because 
most Americans feel that, if Russia 
is a potential enemy, she should

There are many ex­ 
perienced diplomats who feel some­ 
thing is wrong In the contact be­ 
tween Moscow and Washington and 
who think a peaceful settlement 
could yet be made. Even the re­ 
cent approach of the Russian gov­ 
ernment to an American diplo­ 
matic officer met a rebuff that ha* 
not been explained. 
The use of the phrase “cold war” 
has been misleading. The present 
is a period where measures “short 
of war” are being employed. It cer­ 
tainly resembles the 1939-1941 pre­ 
war period, with Russia taking the 
place of Germany aa the aggressor 
and potential enemy.
